Hitler made plain In his July 


IB speech to the reichstag, Hali- 
fax declared, that "his picture of 
Europe Is one of Germany lording 
it over these peoples whom he 
has one by one deprived of their 
freedom." 


Brltains' picture of Europe, Hal- 
ifax said, is one of "a free asso- 
ciation of independent states and, 
because' of that contrast, we re- 
main unmoved by threats unac- 
companied by any appeal to our 
lensc of right or Justice." 


In every part of Britain, he de- 
clared, there is "a spirit of in- 
domitable resolution." "The peo- 
ples of the British commonwealth, 
along with those who\ love truth 
and freedom and justice will nev- 
er accept this new world of Hit- 
ler's," Lord HuJifox-said.

He asserted 
that "across the 
wide Atlantic there are michty 
nations which view his works 
with growing detestation.

Appeal to Fear 
The foreign minister declared 
Hitler's "only appeal was to the 
base instinct of fear, and his only 
arguments were threats." He re- 
jected them. 
Enlarging on the difference be- 
'tween British and German con- 
ccrpts, he said: 
"We want to be able to live our 
own lives as we like; and not have 
to look over our shoulders all the 
"time to see if the gestapo is mak- 
ing up a case that will land us 
in a concentration camp. 
"We want to worship God as we 
like and this religious freedom

He accused Hitler of a steadily 
crowing appetite for conquest "un- 
til today as assumes the role of a 
supreme protector."

The navy disclosed today that four 
destroyers were being fitted out 
for use of the Marine Corps, evi- 
dencing efforts to speed creation 
of a "minute man" expeditionary 
force ready for any hemisphere 
emergency.

. were singing vociferously. 
I stepped outside, expecting dark- 
ness.

street- scene was brilliantly, eerily 
lit by a parachut flare drifting to 
earth. 
Far above, I could hear Die 
drone of planes but still came the 
Mare of the .jazz band 
and

•«und ot lumping f««t.

Though none knew what might 


come, motorists cheerfully utilized 
the light of the flares to find their 
parked cars. The light also dis- 
closed that the home guard and 
air-raid precautions groups were 
on the alert. 


A factory worker told me that 
his plant nearby has an electric 
clock system which stops the mo- 
ment an air-raid alarm sounds, 
and that the workers have sweep- 
stakes In which they draw the 
minutes in an hour at 
sixpence 
(about 10 cents) each. The winner 
takes all as they troop to shelters,

Panama Registry 


Vessel Reported 
Sunk by Germans 


LONDON, July 22.—(IP)—A ship' 


identified as the 1,282-ton Fros- 
soula, of Panama 
registry, was 


sunk by German 
bombers 
last 
week, an authoritative source said 
today, adding it is feared there 
was a "heavy loss of life." 
The ship, identified as the 1,- 
282-ton Frossoula, of Panama 'reg- 
istry, was bombed by German 'air- 
craft on the night of July 15, about 
258 miles northwest off Cape .Fta- 
isterre, Spain, in "very bad weath- 
er," this source said. Its last port 
of call was Barcelona. 
Eighteen of the crew left in-two 
boats, one in charge of the ship's 
master, the other .in command of 
the chief officer. Nothing more 
has been heard from the captain's 
boat, it was said. 


The source also said that those 
in the chief officer's boat. suffer- 
ed "terrible hardships." Some were 
washed overboard and others died 
of exposure. 


After four days three survivors 
reached a British port. They were 
the Portuguese chief officer, the 
second engineer, a Greek, and a 
seaman who is also a Greek. 


The Frossoula Is the third ship 
flying the flag of an American re- 
public to be sunk in this war. 
The Argentine freighter Uruguay 
was torpedoed May 28 within 100 
miles of the spot where the Fros- 
soula reportedly went down. An- 
other Panamanian freighter, the 
Santa Margarita, was torpedoed off 
the Spanish coast by a German -U- 
bot July 2.

(By The Associated Press) 
The subject was butcher hogs 
and the two men talking knew 
whereof they spoke. They wore 
W. W. Bailey, superintendent of 
State Farm Industries at Sugar- 
land, where the canning and pack- 
Ing plant of the Texas prison sys- 
tem is located, and Fred 
Hale, 


chief of the division of swine hus- 
bandry of the Texas Agricultural 
Experiment Station at College Sta- 
tion. 
Bailey bought a load of hogs 
from Hale for processing at the 
prison plant, and the next time 
they met Bailey said. "Those A. 
end M. Experiment Station hogs 
were my idea of perfect butcher 
hogs. 
There was practically no 
excess fat anywhere on tho car- 
cass. The breakfast bacon was 
just tho right thickness and tho 
hams were not so heavily cov- 
ered, in fact wo are curing them 
without removing the skin. 
"The 
outstanding thing about 


the hogs was the hardness of 
the carcass at the end of a 24- 
hour chill. 
In comparing your hogs with 
the average run I can sec there is 
room for a lot of improvement in 
the methods of feeders in Texas. 
I'd like to have your prescription 
for turning out such fine butcher 
hogs.", 


"In the first place, these hogs 
were young;" Hale replied, "that 
is six and seven months old. 


"Secondly, we have been making 


careful selections in tho herd of 
durocs for 15 years, keeping in 
mind that a hog that will mako 
the greatest gain with the least 
feed In the quickest time should 
be tho most profitable to raise, 
provided it is the right type and 
conformation to begin with. Wo 
place a great deal of emphasis 
upon good herd slrea. 


"Thirdly, hogs that' are raised 


under sanitary conditions stand a 
bettor chance to grow to a market 
weight in less time and with less 
feed than is possible where Inter- 
nal and external parasites aro not 
controlled. 
For this reason we 


try to provide sanitary conditions 
and mako It a practice to worm 
our pigs soon after they arc wean- 
ed, keep down lice, mange, and 
other external parasites. 


"In the fourth place, it IB nec- 
essary to furnish a balanced ra- 
tion and green pasture to growing 
and fattening hogs, as well as to 
breeding hogs. Of course, in ex- 
perimentation we work with 
a 
great many individual feeds and 
combinations of feeds. The hogs 
you purchased woro fed tho fol- 
lowing ration the first 00 days 
after they were farrowed: 


Ground kafir 65 pounds; ground 
oats IB; wheat gray 
shorts 15; 


tankage 6; cotton seed monl 6; 
limestone 2 and salt 1 pound, 


"After the pigs' 
were 
three 


months old, they wero fed whole 
kaflr in a self-feeder and also a 
protein supplement mixture com- 
posed of 40 pounds tankage, 40 
pounds of cottonseed meal, and 20 
pounds alfalfa leaf meal In a self- 
feeder. A mineral mixture com- 
posed of 4 parts ground limestone 
and 1 part salt by weight was also 
fed In a solffeoder, 


"After many years of study we 


found that cottonseed meal is an 
excellent feed for hogs of any age, 
It tends to produce a firm carcass, 
has a good quality of protein, and 
also contains vitamins B and G as 
well as phosphorus, Regardless of 
what other protein we may use In 
our brood sow rations, we always 
use some cottonseed meal, usually 
about 6 per cent of the total ra-

Touching on Russo-German relations the fuehrer em- 


phasized that these have been "fixed once and for all 
by a clear delineation of interests." 


Recalling his previous efforts to conciliate England, 


Hitler said his policy of European reorganization had 
been based on a two-fold aim: Real friendship with Italy 
and a similar relationship with England. 


It "would have been a boon" to the world if England 


nad accepted, he said. 


On German Terms 


The fuehrer did not say definitely what he expect- 


ed Churchill to do in response to his peace offer to Eng- 
and, but he left no doubt that any peace would be on 
German terms.

Hitler said he never intended to annihilate or even 


to harm" the world empire of Briton. 


He solemnly warned: "In this hour I feel myself ob- 


ligated to make one more appeal to reason in England. 


He said he could do this because he was not asking 


for peace as one vanquished but rather as the victor 
appealing to common sense.
